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Students from several campuses advocate 
against new fees amid the CSU tuition freeze.

With megaphones and bright signs 
in hand, more than 50 Cal State Uni- 
versity students from several campuses 
rallied against student success fees at 
Wednesday’s CSU Board of Trustees 
meeting. 

Students from CSU campuses like 
San Jose State University and San Di- 
ego State University chanted, “No more 
success fees, give them back to the 
trustees,” and “Power to the students,” 
at the demonstration, which was orga- 
nized by Students for Quality Educa- 
tion, a student advocacy group with 17 
chapters throughout the state. 

The CSU agreed in 2012 to stop tu- 
ition increases over a four-year period 


in exchange for a steady increase in 
state funding. But, the demonstrators 
said that agreement has been broken 
and are asking CSU Chancellor Timo- 
thy P. White to repeal the student ex- 
cellence fees that have been passed. 

“We’re here to ask the [Board] to 
stop all student ‘excellence fees” said 
Cal State Long Beach junior anthro- 
pology major and SQE member Erika 
Suarez. “Proposition 30 gave us a four- 
year moratorium that said our tuition 
wouldn’t go up. Whether you call it tu- 
ition or call it fees, the fact is students 
are paying more out of pocket.” 

Suarez stood atop of a bench in front 
of the Chancellor’s Office and led a roll 
call where students from Cal Poly Po- 
mona, Cal State Fullerton and Univer- 
sity of California, San Diego identified 
themselves. '

CSU BOT 
confirms 
Conoley’s 
salary, talks 
bottlenecks 


The Board hears 
solutions to eliminate 
bottleneck courses.

Incoming Cal State Long Beach 
President Jane Close Conoley’s an- 
nual salary of $320,329 was con- 
firmed at the Cal State University 
Board of Trustees meeting Wednes- 
day. 

Conoley will begin receiving her 
annual salary July 15. 

The Board approved her compen- 
sation amid discussions of bottle- 
neck courses and cooperation among 
the state’s three higher education 
systems: the CSU, University of Cal- 
ifornia and California Community 
Colleges. 

At the meeting, the Committee on 
Educational Policy also presented 
new strategies to resolve impacted 
courses in the CSU. 

An updated Summer 2013 bottle- 
neck survey showed that the major- 
ity of impacted classes were upper 
division courses, those affecting ju- 
niors and seniors. 

Gerry Hanley, assistant vice chan- 
cellor of academic technology ser- 
vices, said that bottleneck courses 
could be completely eliminated by 
2017 if eAdvising, online courses 
and hiring of additional faculty are 
implemented system wide. 

A joint presentation by education 
leaders, including CSU Chancel- 
lor Timothy P. White, University of 
California President Janet Napolitano 
and California Community Colleges 
Chancellor Brice W. Harris, dis- 
cussed steps for improved collabora- 
tion on K-12 outreach, business ser- 
vices and transfers between systems. 

“Our central challenge is how to 
provide the same level of opportunity 
to future generations,’ Napolitano

Counseling and Psychological Services receives accreditation 


It has taken two 
years to receive the 
accreditation.

Counseling and Psychological Ser- 
vices recently received accreditation 
status from the International Associa- 
tion of Counseling Services Inc. 

Brad Compliment, who has been 
the director of CAPS since 2008, said 
the process of getting the center ac- 
credited took a few years. 

“Tt was always my intention to move 
toward accreditation,’ Compliment 


said. “The process of accreditation 
takes about two years because we have 
to do a self-report and send that to the 
organization.” 

Compliment said he believes get- 
ting the accreditation, which joins the 
center’s doctoral internship program 
accredited by the American Psycho- 
logical Association, will lay down the 
groundwork for more things to come. 


“Tt gives us a foundation on which 
to base requests we might have or even 
the university to come to a conclusion 
that they need more mental health ser- 
vices on campus,” he said. 

CAPS offers individual and group 
counseling for students to talk to a 
mental health professional about any 
problems they may have. 


Compliment said a part of the ac- 
creditation process involved profes- 
sionals’ visiting campus to observe the 
relationship between the university and 
the counseling center, the counseling 
services function, outreach programs, 
the number of staffing and the ethical 
standards of the staff.

said. “One of our key initiatives fo- 
cuses on streamlining and improy- 
ing transfers.” 

The three higher education 
systems said they also plan to work 
together to save money by purchas- 
ing products in bulk from vendors 
like Dell. 

Napolitano added that last July 
the three systems came together 


for the first ever Shared Services 
Conference and have also joined 
forces to increase energy efficiency. 
Napolitano said in the past five 
years, the UC and CSU’s energy ef- 
ficiency project has resulted in the 
reduction of 150,000 metric tons of 
carbon. 

“A spirit of cooperation has ex- 
isted for a long time,” Harris said. 
“Our institutions are joined at the 
hip. The better we cooperate in re- 
storing access to all three of our 
segments, the better for California.” 


The Board also gave a posthumous 
conferral of Emeritus to former CSU 
Trustee William Hauck, who passed 
away this month after an eight-month 
battle with brain cancer. 

White joined Linscheid and Hauck’s 
wife at the podium to bestow the title. 

“He was focused on one thing and 
one thing only, and that was creating 
access to high-quality education for all 
of California,’ White said. “So if we 
do anything right in the years and de- 
cades ahead, it will be for all of us to 
think about Bill.” 
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SQE member Christian Torres said that 
the demonstrators’ proposed changes 
are attainable. 

“T think it can be achieved,” he said. 
“As it stands now, there is supposed to 
be a four-year moratorium on tuition 
hikes. I think we can win if there are 
enough students involved.” 

Recent University of California, San 
Diego alumnus Tanner Smith joined 
the demonstrators. He said even though 
he hasn’t attended a CSU, he experi- 
enced the same hardships at a UC. 

“The same things happening at the 
CSUs are happening at the UCs,” he 
said. “It’s the same overall California 
public education crisis. It’s important 
that students realize these issues aren’t 
going away. They may go away for a 
year or two, but they come back.” 

The demonstrators gathered into 
a concentrated group and intensified 
their chants as SQE members, includ- 
ing CSUF graduate student Sean Wash- 
burn, addressed the Board inside the 
Dumke Auditorium during the meet- 
ing’s public comments section. 

“The fact of the matter is that these 


insidious fees should not exist,’ Wash- 
burn said. “This fee is a glaring loop- 
hole around the four-year moratorium 
on tuition that was passed by the voters 
of California and signed into effect by 
Goy. [Jerry] Brown.” 

Washburn’s speech went over his al- 
lotted time, and he disregarded Board 
Chair Robert Linscheid’s requests, to 
stop speaking. 

“Thank you, sir,’ Linscheid said, 
cutting into Washburn’s presentation. 

“Y’m not done,’ Washburn replied 
and continued. “Do not allow a demo- 
cratically established freeze on the cost 
of pursuing an education in California 
be torn apart by the greed of a few 
people.” 

Washburn appealed to White di- 
rectly, asking him to nullify the student 
success fees that have already been 
passed and not to create any more. 

“Please repeal these fees,” he asked 
of White, who didn’t respond. 

Police presence was bulked up for 
the meeting, and multiple officers 
stood in front of a barricade placed 
around the building’s entrance. Of- 
ficers were also positioned across the 
street and at other entrances to the 
building. The demonstration ended 
without incident.

The suspect was a 34-year-old white 
male who was talking to himself and walk- 
ing toward the Nursing building when Uni- 
versity Police stopped him, Goodwin said. 

Officers arrested the man on an un- 
known warrant, Goodwin said. He was 
taken to Long Beach City Jail, he said. 


University Police assist with distur- 
bance call at VA Hospital 

University Police was called by the 
Veteran’s Administration Hospital on 
Saturday at 9:18 p.m. to assist with a po- 
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tentially violent patient, Goodwin said. 
The patient, who was in the emergency 
room, looked like he was ready to fight 
the officers in the hospital, Goodwin said. 
University Police came to the scene and 
helped with the disturbance, he said. 


Two bicycles stolen in one day 

A student’s bicycle was stolen near 
the bicycle racks between the Universi- 
ty Police station and the Student Recre- 
ation and Wellness Center on March 19 
between 5:50 and 7:22 p.m., Goodwin 
said. The black and grey Trek Bicycle 
was secured using a combination lock, 
he said. The estimated loss is $4.00, and 
there are no suspects, Goodwin said. 

Another bicycle was reported stolen 
on March 19 near Beachside College, 
Goodwin said. The bicycle is described 
as a beach cruiser, régistered on file 
with University Police, he said. The es- 
timated loss is $500, and there are no 
suspects, Goodwin said. 
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“They not only interviewed ad- 
ministration, faculty and staff but 
also students for them to get a good 
sense of who we are,’ he said. 

Even though CAPS has earned 
accreditation, the team believes that 
there is still room for improvement, 
Compliment said. 

“With the accreditation, [the 
IACS] would hope that the center 
has the backing of the university 
and through staffing and support

to actually do our program events,” 
Compliment said. “One of the things 
that they pointed out to us was the 
need to work on getting a better com- 
mitment in terms of financial growth, 
growth for programming and staff- 
ing.” 

Compliment said that approximately 
1,600 students attended individual 
counseling sessions last year, which is 
average for on-campus counseling ser- 
vices across the country. 

“If we increase resources, we can 
certainly see more students, and there is 
a need to see more students for sure,” 
he said. 
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Our VIEW: 
WE SUPPORT GENDER NEUTRAL PLAY 


he Long Beach Unified School District Board voted unanimously 

on March 18 to implement policies to protect transgender-youth 

from discrimination in school activities. LBUSD’s decision fol- 

lows the passage of Assembly Bill 1266, the School Success and 
Opportunity Act, which was enacted in January. 

AB 1266 specifies in its summary that transgender students will “be 
permitted to participate in sex-segregated school programs and activities, 
including athletic teams and competitions, and use facilities consistent 
with his or her gender identity, irrespective of the gender listed on the 
pupil’s records.” 

On the other side of the field, “a referendum sponsored by right-wing orga- 
nizations to repeal AB 1266 ... has failed to garner enough valid signatures to 
qualify for the November ballot,’ according to The Bay Area Reporter. 

We feel that the opposition to this bill is rooted in a conservative 
notion that students in high school are too young to make choices 
about their gender identity. We recognize that allowing students, who 
were born boys, to play for girls’ teams, and vice versa, could make 
the playing field uneven. 

Middle school and high school athletics programs, though taken seri- 
ously by the institutions themselves and the students who partake in them, 
are mostly in place to produce well-rounded youths by building character 
through teamwork and healthy competition. 

Yes, young students with exceptional talents in a specific sport may 
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wind up with scholarships or professional opportunities. However, we feel 
that this should be a secondary reason for a student to join extra-curricular 
activities on campus. School programs for adolescents provide students 
with a level of comfort that promotes more confident engagement in learn- 
ing and help develop self-esteem by grounding young students in competi- 
tive social settings. 

The way we see it, the main argument for repealing AB 1266 is exactly 
that school-related activities and competitions will no longer be fair in 
terms of what will be allowed to constitute a team. 

We feel that the bill should not be repealed on those terms, since team 
compilation should not be the main focus of team sports in students in el- 
ementary through high school. It is more important to cultivate youth who 
are accepting of other people, rather than worrying about maintaining a 
level playing field for student athletes who may not continue playing sports 
past high school anyway. 

We are aware that the adult-arena is an entirely different game, one 
where athletic ability is the most important aspect, which is why we don’t 
think this policy would be good for college athletic programs. 

We do, however, acknowledge that this is an entirely new debate, one 
which would raise a number of questions that we don’t have answers for. 
But at the end of the day, if a young person feels more comfortable as the 
opposite gender, prohibiting him or her from participating in school pro- 
grams is like encouraging these students not to participate at all. 
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Well, it’s National Women’s History Month, 
and the Genocide Awareness Project (GAP) is 
back on campus at CSULB. This year, they built 
their pro-life propaganda into a fort that took 
up almost the entire free speech area on upper 
campus. 

GAP, a photo-mural exhibit facilitated by the 
Center for Bio-Ethical Reform (CBR), travels to 
college campuses across the country to promote 
the pretense that abortion is not merely a social 
and political issue in America, but it is actually 
genocidal issue. The photos displayed in this 
exhibit exploit images of unborn babies, while 
emotionally abusing and psychologically damag- 
ing young women. 

CBR plays fast and loose with the term “geno- 
cide,” and insults the historical context from 
which it came. It compares abortion in the U.S. 
to the Rwandan Genocide of the 1940s and to the 
Holocaust. 

- Standing at the massive abortion altar earlier 
this week, I overheard a conversation between a 
passerby and a “pro-life” CSULB student. 

The student explained that his purpose for 
promoting the project is to “help” women take 
responsibility for the problems they bring upon 
themselves when they freely choose to have sex. 
He hoped to stop them frony compounding the sin 
of premarital sex by “killing their unborn child.” 
Well, gee. Thank you, long-haired boy who called 
himself a Catholic and then degraded the entire 
Church by being a judgmental, condescending 


_imposer of ignorance. 


Others with GAP commented that avoiding the 
words ‘murder’ and ‘baby’ in lieu of phrases like 
‘abortion’ and ‘fetus’ “dehumanizes” the issue. 
On the other hand, inaccurately calling the legal 
practice of abortion a “genocide” does the same 
kind of thing by appealing to human sensitivity 
and implying that women who abort are murder- 
ers. 

Regardless of the small caveat on the back of 
their obscene pamphlet, CBR implies that women 
who terminate pregnancies, doctors who perform 
abortions and legislators who legalize these 
actions are equivalent to the Nazi soldiers who 
systematically wiped out a large population of 
Jewish people in the Holocaust. 

First of all, abortion isn’t genocide. It’s easy 
enough to put together a graphic pamphlet that 
cites bits and pieces of definitions in order to 
suit an argument. However, in doing so, GAP ' 
blatantly disregards the standards that genocide

$320 to $430 and include concerts, 
beach games, themed parties and spe- 
cial access to events and party boats. 

Cal State Long Beach’s spring break 
will be the fourth and final week of the 
SWAT events, and many CSULB stu- 
dents are heading out to Lake Havasu 
on a party bus shared with Cal State 
Fullerton students. 

Josh Flores, a freshman kinesiology 
major, will be joining friends and fra-

ternity members on the party bus. 

“When I hear the name [Havasu] first 
thing that comes to mind is one of those 
‘Girls Gone Wild’ commercials that I 
used to get my mouth watery over as 
a teenager,” Flores said. “I like to say, 
what happens in Havasu, never hap- 
pened.” 

It’s a wonder that Lake Havasu City 
manages to keep the streets clean and 
the water crystal clear during these four 
weeks of solid college partying. The 
city manages to recover flawlessly after 
the last party buses leave, preparing for 
the influx of families and youngsters 
for the summer session. 

Michelle Gardia, the director of 
communications for the Lake Havasu 
City Visitor’s Bureau, like many resi- 
dents of Lake Havasu, has adapted to 
the fast-paced tourism and has come to 
appreciate the high volume of energy. 

“The spring breakers are a well be- 


haved group, for the most part,” Gardia 
said. 

Although the SWAT website claims 
to have “built Lake Havasu City, AZ to 
be the top Spring Break destination on 
the West Coast,” Gardia said that state- 
ments such as these influence the com- 
mon misconception that Lake Havasu 
is only a “party place.” She said that 
while youths spend their crazy days in 
Havasu, those young people who will 
go on to have careers and families will 
always want to return for a more fami- 
ly-friendly experience on the lake. 

Aside from SWAT, however, local 
businesses know how to keep spring 
breakers happy. According to Sheehy, 
guests at the popular hotel are given 
free “Party Shark” cards, which scores 
them free access to certain bars and 
clubs, discounts on food and a compli- 
mentary breakfast every morning. 

Sgt. Troy Stirling, who has 


been with the Lake Havasu Police De- 
partment for 18 years, said the influx of 
spring breakers has always been pretty 
steady, but SWAT brought the “known 
element” — officializing the party 
scene and helping the city prepare by 
gauging how many visitors they will 
expect during a given season. 

“[SWAT] seems to be pretty orga- 
nized [and] have a number of activities 
for kids,” Stirling said. [SWAT enables 
young people] to come out here and 
stay occupied [and they] do a good job 
of maintaining the large number of stu- 
dents they bring in.” 

Stirling said that if there are any 
complaints, they directly contact event 
organizers to appease grouches about 
music volume and other such issues. 

“What’s good about SWAT manage- 
ment is that they work really well with 
us,” Stirling said.

embraces spring breakers because they 
fuel its economy. 

“That’s what we base our livelihood 
off of out here,” Stirling said. “For us 
in the community, it’s the start of our 
summer visitors so it kind of kicks off.” 

Although the city is accustomed to 
the high volume of tourism, what is 
spring break without a little chaos? 

Stirling said that over the years the 
LHCPD has incorporated a special as- 
signment unit with a sergeant and a 
few other officers to patrol the channel 
area, watching out for people danger- 
ously crossing the channel, getting in 
fights or violating boating laws. Offi- 
cers on this special unit may stay up 
into the wee hours of the morning in 
the downtown areas once the sun sets, 
and for this reason they are often paid 
overtime. 

According to Stirling, last weekend, 
which ended SWAT’s second week of 
spring break events, saw 125 arrests, 21 
of which were of individuals associated 
with SWAT. 

“To date, the number one arrest has 
been minor consumption of alcohol ... 
for some reason or another they have 
contact with police,” Stirling said. 
“There are multiple [other] reasons, 
[such as] arguments or fights that bring 
police into contact with them, then we 
find they’re underage and have been 
drinking.” 

Stirling advises spring breakers to be 
smart, and stick in groups — a drunken 
wandering has never done anyone any 
good.

case seeking to efficiently destroy a 
human group, as was true of the Holo- 
caust, the Rwandan Genocide and the 
other genocides that have occurred 
across the globe. 

In fact, women constitute the group 
of victims susceptible to a version of 
genocide here.

COMING IN HOT 


Long Beach State will enter Big West play as winners of 16 of its last 19 games.

The Long Beach State softball team will be- 
gin conference play this weekend as the hottest 
team in the Big West when it travels to UC Davis 
to face a struggling Aggies team. 

The 49ers (23-9), winners of 16 of their last 19 
games, will have their hands full during confer- 
ence play. - 

“Overall, I think that our conference is 
definitely stronger this year,’ head coach Kim 
Sowder said. “We have five teams in the top 100 
for RPI, which is definitely an improvement. I 
know every team can beat every other team and 
it’s a battle once you get to conference,” she said. 

The 49ers excellent play has been necessary 
to this point, as six of the eight teams in the Big 
West have a winning record, and three have 20 
wins; UC Santa Barbara (20-8) and Cal State 
Northridge (21-10) are the other two. 

The 49ers are in first place by the slimmest 
of margins. Their .719 winning percentage is 
only slightly ahead of UC Santa Barbara’s 714. 
The Gauchos got off to a terrific start to their 
season, winning nine out of their first 11 games: 
The Gauchos have stumbled in their last several 
games, however, losing three out of their last 
five, including back-to-back games. 

“[UC Santa Barbara’s] obviously done real 
well offensively, putting runs on the board,” 
Sowder said. “Their pitching staff has been solid, 
and they’re a solid team. They’ve been very suc- 
cessful ,and it’s gonna come down to game day.” 

The Matadors, much like the 49ers, got off 
to an inconsistent start, unable to put together 
a string of wins. They’ve rebounded in a big 
way, however, having won 15 out of their last 
17. Their record is a bit misleading, though, as 
they’ve benefitted greatly from beating up on 
mostly weak opponents including Utah State, 
Harvard and Pacific. 

“They’ve had a big improvement this year. I 
think they’re a hot team right now,” Sowder said. 
“They’re getting some good pitching in the cir- 
cle. They’re finding ways to win games. They’re 
pretty solid all the way around.”

with include Cal Poly (18-11), Cal State Fullerton 
(18-12), and the defending Big West champions, 
Hawaii (13-14). Despite Hawaii’s struggles, the 
49ers don’t intend on taking them lightly. 

“They’re a good program,” Sowder said. “It’s 
a new season once you get to conference, and 
teams can turn things around. They have a solid 
team, no doubt about it.” 

It is still unclear when Ashlynn Booker, who 
is tied for second on the team for in home runs 
with six, will return to the field. The 49ers’ pow- 
er-hitting infielder suffered a concussion in the 
first game of the San Diego Classic II 13 days 
ago in San Diego. 

“She’s doing better,’ Sowder said. “We'd love 
to get her back in the lineup as soon as possible.” 

Booker is one of several players who are 
dealing with some sort of ailment, though oth- 
ers much less severe. This led Sowder to cancel 
regular Tuesday practice. 

“We have some girls that I think really could 
benefit from the rest, more than taking another 
ground ball or a swing of the bat,” Sowder said. 

While Booker is struggling to come back 
from her concussion, center fielder Leilani Tu- 
pua-Tautalatasi, who was named the Big West 
Player of the Week, has recovered nicely from 
a concussion of her own. Tupua-Tautalatasi said 
she doesn’t think individual awards are all that 
important. 

“One person can’t do everything,” she said. 
“Individual awards are cool, but I’ve always 
thought they’re politics. I’d rather have a confer- 
ence title than a Big West award.” 

Tupua-Tautalatasi said the recovery from her 
concussion was mostly frustrating because of 
strict safety rules. 

“The NCAA regulations for concussions are 
gnarly,” she said. “I had to wait four days just 
take another test.
